Wee profc ſe, 
wee believe with our hearts, confeſle with our mouthes, 
ſubſcribe with our hands, and conſtantly affirme both be- 
fore God ard the World, that!the Religion particularly 
expreſſed in the confeſſion of Faith confirmed by ſundrie

 Eerle of Harſeal proteſted, that no Ecelefifiticall perſon 
ſhould afterward haveplace to-oppone, confidering, thar 


time was granted them to adviſe, and none opponed in ſo 
free and peaceable a Parliament. After that none oppored 
by argument, The Confeſſion it ſelfe (without their epiſtle 
prefixed, when it was exhibited by the Proteſtants, asthe 
title beareth before the. Confeſſion) was atthorized, as a 
dofrine grounded upon tbe infallible Word of God, as 
you may fee, where it48-infertinthe aFs of Partiament.

Togative, Thepowerlegall you ſhould call egiſletive, or 
lawgiving power, which Politicians call rozo3e7:xu7, for 
the power of execution, or adminiſtration of juſtice ſhuld 
beealſo legall.and ruled by the lawes. This /5ort { onfeſ1i- 
ex you ſay, had never authoritie legall, for it was never 
ratified by a& of Parliament, bur all che civill anthoririe ic 
had, was only royall by the Kings mandat. You would 
ſay impoſed by vertue of his royall prerogative- 1 believe 
that his Majeftie profelling lately in his Declaration, that 
hce would not urge the Service books farther bur in a legall 
manner, would not impoſe upon us ſubſeription to the 
C onfeſiion of Faith by his royafl mandat, but in a legall 
manner.

Youſaye, Authoritie eccleſiaſticall was given to this 
Confeſſion by two nationall Synods. But I have cited 
moe, whichyou have omitted, whether of ſer purpoſe, or 
otherwiſe, 1 referre to your owne conſcience. 

You faye, the Authoritie ſynodicall immediat, was that

As for the other point, wee Goe think that all good Chri- 
ſtians ſhould embrace our Confeſswon, Wee beeing perſuas 
ded, when wee ſubſcribe, that it is the undoubted tructh 
grounded upon the written Word. But our intention 
was nor to ſet downe.a Confeſſion of ſaith, whereunto all 
Chriſtians inthe world ſhould bee tryed, but only ſuch as 
will bee members of this Kirk, and to make knowne to 
'the world whar wee profeſſe. For as itis well obſerved 
in the preface to the harmonie of { onfeſsions, It every man 
bee commanded to make ( onfeſ130n of hu Faith, ſo often as 
Gods glorie & the edification of the Kirk ſhall require,what 
« wonderfull and firange thing onght 3t-10 ſeeme, if Cities, 
sf Provinces, if whole Kingdomes have made profeſion of 
their Faith, When they were falſelie charged by the Popiſh 
ſort, that they had gone from the dottrine of the true Kirke, 
You acknowledge you are obliged to reverence the judg- 
ment ofa nationall Synod ofour Kirk in matters ſubſtanti- 
all. Why notin matters alſo rituall and diſciplinarie? for 
theſe I ſuppoſe you oppole to matters ſubſtantiall. Yet 
in matters ſabſtantiall, you profeſſe you are no more oblids 
ged to hearkento thoſe two Synods, than to the preceed- 
10g, or following, orto the Synods in forraigne Kirks, 
or to the ancient Councells,that is, only by reſtriAion. Yer 
you cughtto depart from us, if you bee not ofus; it your 
judgement bee not conforme tothejudgement of our Kirk.

You vaniſh in 
your diſtizRions, | Aa ordinance of an Aſſembly loweth 
jamediatiy trom the eccle(ialticall authoritie or power of 
the Aſſembly , But you prove your mediat authoritie ec- 
clefiaſticall thus. Foching is ſpoken in theſe ſtarutes, bur 
in relation tothe Kings Majeſties mandat and for atime, 
but that dothnot make the power eccleſiaſticall mediate, 
but only adjuvaat or concurrent. [ will tell you more, the 
Proclamation had taken ſmall- or no eff, if it had not 
beene ſeconded with the authoritie of the generall Aſſem- 
bly. Yea it had beene a dangerous preparative to command 
Miniſters to crave ſubſcriptions ro a Confeſſion of Faith 
notapproved by the Kirk, The worke was good , but 
the order prepoſterous. In the yeere I5 89.the aſlembly 
began, and d:(lired Commiſſions to be given to that effe& 
and gave ina roll of ſuch, as theyhad nominat.to bee Com- 
miſſioners, which was performed by the ſecret Counſell, 
You mult kaowealſo that.there have beene ats of Aﬀſem- 
blies made for ſubſcribing that {onfeſ#50% wirhour relation 
tothe Kings commandment, as for that ſtudents in ſchools 
and Vaiverfities made 4» 1587 and this following Sefſs 
3. quarto Marti1589, eAnent ſubſcriptions to the Con- 
feſrion of Faith With proteftation, that the Subſcribers doe 
the ſame only toobey the King & his Lawes, the eAſſembly 
eſteemeth of no ſuch ſubſcriptions but ordaineth ſuch perſons 
ro bee proceeded againſt , as againſt ſimple refuſers. Suppoſe 
the two acts cired by your ſelf make mention of the Kings 
mandat, yet they injoyne Miniſters to doe the ſame thing 
that the mandat requyres, not beeing urged by the King 
or Counſell, but of their owne agcord for furtherance of 
the xwork it ſelfe, The firſt At requyred Miniſters to fol- 
low the tenor of th2 Proclamation. But the ſecond AR 
differeth in ſome points from thetenor of it. Where the 
King with advice ofthe Counfell injoyned Miniſters to d2-

of fourtie pounds, the Atſembly eojoyned them to report 
their diligence to the nexc$ynods , thatthe fame might 
bee reported to the generall Aſſembly , and that uuder 
the paine of deprivation. 

They intended perpetuitie 1n theſe Aﬀts: for they ac- 
knowledged it to bee atrue Chriſtian conf ffiga worthie 
to bee received by all true prof flours, a godly and Chri- 
ſtian confeſhon, which ought to bee embraced by all the 
Kings ſubjeAts, where-upon they urged ſub{cription. To 
approve a Conf ſi», andto urge ſubſcription, import 
animtent, that ſuch as ſhall bee memyers of the Kirke, 
ſhall profefſe conforme to that Conteſſion , and 1ubſcribe 
when they a:e requyred. When they ordained Students 
intime to come to ſubl{cribe, before they palt their De- 
gries, did they not intend perpetuitie. Did not the con- 
tinuall practiſe afterward, whenany ſuſpeR of Papiſtrie 
were requyred to ſubſcribe, prove a perpetuitie was in- 
tended at the firſt, Ifthe firſt Confeſſi»n Randeth, be- 
canſe it is nationall ; This other, or the former with this 
appendicle continueth for the fame reaſon, For a Con- 
feſsion ſubſcribed univerſally through the whole Nation 
by dire&tion of Authorititie both civill and ecclefiaſticall 
may and ſhould bee called nationall, and with as good rea- 
ſon, as a Confeſston authorized by Parliament without 
fabſcription of the SubjeRs, the one beeing the colleRive, 
the other but the repreſentative bodice. And yet it was 
alſo approved by Parliament, asIſhewed before . Dotha- 
ny Nation receive a Confeſsion, but of purpoſe to conti- 
nuc in theſam?? If everie generation ſhould change their 
Confeſsion, what a reproach ſhould it be to a Kirk? Hzare 
the reproach of Papiſts. Lwvties non mutarunt ſuam qui[s 
g, ſententiam. Dd edificant bodie, cras deſtruunt laye 
the Profeſſours of Culane intheir eAntidiagma, that is, 
Ho oft have everie one of them chanred their opinion, That 
which they build the day, they demoliſh the next day, Ard 
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An Anſwereto 
Belarmine fayeth * -;;ifſe that the Catholick Kirk, mea- 
ning the Catholick Roman, isnot like the Synagogues of 
the Proteſtants, ques ſinguls anni non ſolum ritus, [ed etj- 


' De leiu- am fidem mutant, That change everie yeare not onely their 
no. E, 4. rites, but their faith adſo, 


You call the Kings charge his royall mandat, and make 

no mention of the oantelia adviceand conſent. You ſee 
the ſecond at of the afſembly cited by your ſelfe beareth, 
that the Kings Majeſtic, with advice of his Counſell hath 
ſet ſoorth and proclaimed &., The Commiſsions given 
in March 1509 were given likewiſe by authoritic ofthe 
King and counfell. W hich is more than you doc infinuate, 
and yet had not beene ſuihcient without approbation and 
concurrence ofthe Aſſembly. 

Youſay, the vigourof the a& of aſſembly remained no 
longer thanthe Kings mandat ſtoode, which expyring ir 
didexpyrealſo. I have ſhewed alredie, that theſe acts 
of aſſemblyes were not made by direction or injunRtion of 
any royall mandat, and havecired ſome afts which make 
no mention of any a& of {ounſell, or royall mandate, but 
reſpe the Nabliſhed courſe. 

You ſublume, ard faye the mandat royall hath expyred 
long agoe, becauſe it was no perpetuall law, but atempo- 
rarie mandat given out in his CMajeFzes minor age. Firſt, 
I anſwere that mandat was not onely given 1n his minor; - 
tie, but againe alſo in his Majoritic. Next, it wasnot 
only his Majsſties mandat, bur it was an a of Counſel, 
Doth notan act ofcounſcillſtand in forcetill1r bee altered, 
or annulled. Thirdly,. the mandat or a& of Counſcll be- 
gan the worke rot to continue fora time, but ſolong as 
the Kirk continued, Fourthly, itcould not bee recalled, 
nor yet can be cither by act of counſell, or act of Parlia. 
ment, becauſe res nen eſt integrs. AVhen they labourcd to 
draw the whole Nation to ſubſcription, intended they not 


the peryetuitie of a (onſfeſsion, After the. People were 
brought 
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the ſecoud Chapter' 
brought on to ſweare by the great name of the Lord to con< 
tiane ia the obedience of the dofrine and diſcipline of 
this Kirk, how could the mandat or charge bee recalled? 
Your ſentence therefore cited out of the gloſſe upon 
Gratians Decree, Canſa ſublata tollitar conflitutio ex cane 
[a i{la orta , maketh nothing for the expyring of the force 
of the ats of the Aſſembly, For both the acts of Counſcell 
andaſſemblyes tended to eſtabliſh a perpetuall Confeſſion 
inthis Kirkeand Kingdome. $0 the vigour of thele acts 
yet remaineth and continueth. Next, this ſentence is exs 
plained c4auſ# 19 que. 2. cap. Due ſunt, Gloſſa,propter 
criminoſos, Vi aliquid fFatuitar propter impulſivam cans 
ſam cauſa ceſſante non ideo ceſſat conftitutio, ſed ubi ale 
gnid propter finalem cauſam eft ſtatmtum, 1ibi, ſs ceſſat can- 
ſa, ceſſat conflitutio. That 15, A conſtitution doth not 
expyre, when the impulſive cauſe ceafeth, but when the 
finall cauſe'ceaſeth. But heere the impulſive cauſe of brin g- 
ing in this Confeſsion was, as your ſelfe confelle , the 
deceit of Papilts ſabſcribingto the firſt Confesion, mind- 
ing thereby to ſubvert the true Religion, andthe end of 
drawing up that Confeſsion was to JiCover them. The 
ſame cauſes both impulfive and finall yet remaine. And 
ſuppoſe both ſhould faile, there is another principall end 
wherefore Churches ſet foorth the Confeſsions of their 
Faith, to wit, to make knowne to the World, what 
they profeſſe, as I have obſerved before out of the pre- 
face to the h2rmonie of the Confeſsion. 

You prove the royall mandat to bee expyred firſt, be- 
cauſe hee diffallowed this confeſsion in a certaine ſpeach 
uttered in conference at Hampton Cowrt. There have beene 
ſundrie copies of that conference ſpread abroad, and wee 
have no reaſon to believe Biſhop Barfoes report. Suppoſe 
the report were true ,we allow the {peach in a part. For it 
wou!ld have made the Book of the Engliſh articlesto ſwel 
to a great volumnets infert everie negative poſition. But 
C'2 thinke 
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An anſwere to 
thinke you that well applyed to this Confefsion : for 
It doth not containe eyetic negative poſition , but is on- 
ly a rejection of ſundrie popiſh errours particularly ex- 
preſſed, with generall'clauſes for rejeion of the reſt, as 
your ſelfe confeſſe in the 9 page. Neither is it a great yo- 
lumne. How often doe your (elfe call it a bort Confefſton, 
You ſaye, it may bee gathered by that ſpeach that hee did 
utterly diſallow and annull that { onfefſionv, Hee allowed ir 
before both in his none age, and majoritic. Next,it was 
neceſſaric for the diſcoyerie of masked Papiſts, and till is 
for masked Papiſts and Miniſters to nſe ſuch formes of 
ſpeach I dereft, I abborre &c. It is ſtrange , that thar 
{ſhould bee diſlyked now , which was thought neceſlarie 
then. But ſuppoſe the forme of the Confeſs10n was difallow 
ed by that ſpeach,yet could it not annall the former mandat 

A ſpeach uttered ina conference holden out ofthe { oun- 
trie could not repeale the ats of Counſell made at hom 
and his owne publick Proclamation. Next, that ſpeac 
was uttered. iſnttered, in a free diſcourfe toſuch as were 
there preſent, and was not delivered by way of precept, 
charge or declaration to us. CM. Patrick, GalloWay in a 
letter dated the tenth of Februar, 1604. and direted to 
the Presbyterie of Edinburgh hath theſe words, Swundrie, 
as they favoured, gave ont copies of things heere concluded. 
Where-upon I my felſe tooke occaſion, as I was an eye and: 
eare witnes, to ſet them doWne, and preſented them to his- 
CMajeſtie, Who With hu owne hand mended ſome things, 
and ecked other things which Thad omitted.. Which cor- 
refted copie with his owne hand I have, and have ſent you 
heerewith the juſt 1ranſiumpt of it Word by word, But in 
that tranſsumpr there is no mention of fuch a ſpeach, nor 
the leaſt inkliog agaiuſt the Confeſſion of ovr faith, which 
had beene verie pertinent and requilite, 1f hee had intend- 
edeithcra recalling of his mandat, or a dcclaration of his 
difallowance of that Corfeſſton, But ſuppole hee had, yer 
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the ſecond Chapter. 
as I have ſaid , that could not bee a recalling of his royall 
mandat , the Confeſſion of faith breing authorized by as 


of Counſel}, ats of Afi:mbly, and Parliament, neither |. 


could the ( ofe ſion bee abandoned beeing alreadie recerv- 
ed, ſworne aud ſubſcribed by the Subjeces univerfallie, 
DoQor-eAndrews in his Tortura torts denyeth, that hee 
might have given libertie of conſcience in reſpet of his 
oath, at tus Coronation firſt in Scotland, and then 1n En- 


gland. For then fayth hee, hee ſhould bee twiſe perjured. 


Non (emel perjurus eſſet quin bu ſi te andiat, You would 
draw upon him a greater guilt, that would have made him 
todraw others alſo into perjuric, You provenext', that 
the royall mandat was made voyde by his death,and expy- 
red with the royall breath, andto'this effeR you cite the 
ſentence following out of the gloſſe upon the 19 chapterof 
the firſt Booke of the Decretalls, IMorte mandants, ex- 
pirat mandatums, which as you have cited:is falſe. But

rore, re exiſtente integra, expirat mandatyum. Theſcope

ing once received , ſworne to and ſubſcribed, could not 
bee recalled by the death ofthe King, who was the firſt 
beginner, and ringleader of the work. Doth a houſe fall 
with the death of the Maſter builder? Neither was that 
Confeflion received forthe Kiogs Handar, or diretion 
alone, but forthe at of Coualell alſo. Now the Coun- 
ſell never dyeths For politick bodies are immorrall, and 
continue by ſucceſſion. Nor yet for the at of Counſell, 
but moſt of all and principally, for the ordinances and di- 
rections of the generall Aſſembly. And laſt of all this Con- 
feſſton of faith ig nothing els but the firſt Confeſſion enlarged 
with ſome generall claufes,andrejeRion of popilh crours.

feſſion bee authorized atthis time, and ſubſcriptions 
requyred thereto, and thar for thz reaſons expreſſed in the 
conference at Hampton (ours, and becauſe of ſome am- 
biguities, and' no {malt &ifficulcies therein, How valide 
your reaſon is alleadged by you out of the conference at 
Hampton Conrt let the Reader judge» No man complai- 
ned of ambiguities and dificulties in, it,till ſuchas you are, 
began to pretend the fame , becauſe apparently your eyes 
weredazeled with the light thereof, and you fa w perhaps 
that which you deſired tot to ſee. Howloever,it 15 alrea-

IT any of us; have givenany, other interpretation then the 
Confeſsion of faith it {cite will beare, wee ſhall bee ready to 
paſſe from it, when wee hall be convinced. You are forie 
thatſomeof us in printed workes condemne Epiſcopacie, 
and the five Perth articles. What any have written I 
truſt they will bee ready to defend.. For the preſent , I 
maintainethat by this Confeſ5iox, which you call the ne- 
getive, wee abjure Epiſcopacic. Borin this ( onfeſcion , 
weeprotelt that wee deteſt the Romane Antichrift, his 
worldlie Monarchieg and wicked Hiyerarchie, The Popiſh 
hierarchie doth confiſt of Biſhops, Presbyters, and Dea- 
cons , that is, baptiſing and preaching Deacons. For it 
15 ſo determined-by the Councell of Trevt. inthe 4: chap. 
de Sacramento ordinis, (an.&, Si qui dixerit ineccleſra 
catholica non eſſe hierarchiam divina ordinatione inflituta, 


que conſtat ex Epiſcop, Presbyteris & miniſtru; anathes- 
maſit, Bellarmine likewiſe in his booke de clericis cap. 


1k. anfwering to (hemnitine, alledging Dionyſins eAreopa- 
gita, forthrce orders only, to wit, of Biſhops . pricſts, 
and deaeons,whom hee calls Miniſters; fayeth , that thaz 
Dionyſizs did not ſet downe the number of the Orders, 
but ofthe hierarchies. For ſayth hee,there are tkree hierar- 
chies in the militant Kirke , the firſt of Biſhops, the le- 
cond 'of prieſts ; the third of Deacons, and that the deg- 
cons are alſo princes if they bee compared withthe pegs 
p'e: but for inferiour orders, ſabdeacons, acolythes, le. 
Cars, exotrcilts, and oltiarics or doore.kcepers,they bears 
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no rule or charge over the people, but onely ſerve the 
- Deacons of the ptieſts, For hierarchie properly is [acer 
principats, afacred preheminence or rule. The forc-na 
med counterfeit wricer Deony/aes, calleth the B:hop, the 
Hlitrarch, becauſe hee is the chicte Hierarch, The Pope 
himkclfe is not within the hicrarchie, primats, Metropo- 
litans,i or Arch-bithops, but as they ate Biſhops. \V heres 
as ſomcalledge,that in our Confeſizon wee dereſt and abs 
horre his hicrarchie, thatis to bee interpret, as the ret 
are to be interpreted to be his , as canonization of Saints, 
dedicating af Kirkes, dayes, altars. &c.arecalled his, not 
that there iz. another lawtfull canonization, or dedicating ot 
+ Kirkes, dayes, altars;&c. Whereas ſore alledgde, thar 
this hierarchie was before there was a Pope, Wee an- 
{ſwere, that it is called his, notwithſtanding, as dedicating 
_ of Kirks, dayes, altars, oyle, ſalt, &c. arecalled his, Be- 
- Cauſe what ever. corruption was inthe Kirk, either in do- 
Arine, worſhip, or government ofthe Kirk, fince the my- 
, Rerie of iniquitie began to work, that 1s, Poperie began 
ſo muchas hee retained and maintained, and obtrud WS: by 
his authoritic apon the Kirke are his, Nextwe mult cons 
ſider the Popeor Roman Antichriſt not only in his growth 
ad perfite age, but from his conception, and firſt birth, 
Farther this hiecarchie is diſtinguiſhed in the confeſſion 
from the Popes Monarchie. Neither can it bee interpre- 
ted of the manifold ordersin the Kirke of Rowe. For that 
is mentioned before in the Confeſston of faith; where, we abs 
jure his manifold orders. Next 10 the Confeſsion of faith, we 
profeſſe that we abborre and deteſt all kinde of Papiſtrie in 
generall and particulare heads, even as they were then dam- 
ned , and confauted by the Word of GOD, and Kirke of Scot - 
land, But ſo it is,that the office ofa Biſhop was condemned 
by the Kirk of Scotland, and confuted in the pulpits, by 
| M, Lowſon, M, Arburthnor, CM. Pont, and many other 
' godly and learaed men, From the yeere 1575 to 15 7 9, 
| whe

when the heads of conſtant policie and plat-forme of diſci 
pliine were agitate in Afſerablyes , it was declared, that 
fuch as had the Biſhoprickes, and were called Biſhops, 
ſhould bee tyed to parriculare flocks, that they ſhould be 
called by their owne names, or the name of brethren, that 
they ſhould bee content with reaſonable rent, and not lift 
up for the maintenance of their ryotouſneſſe, the emolu- 
ments of the Kirk, which may ſuſtaine many Paſtors, the 
Schooles and the poore : that they ſhould not claime the 
tities of temporall Lords, that they ſhould not uſurpe cri- 
minall juriſdiion, that they ſhould not exerce temporall 
juriſdition, that they muſt not empire above particulare 
elderſhips, nor uſurpe the power of presbyteries- In re- 
forming the corruptions of that eſtate, they aboliſhed E- 
piſcopacie, after they had agreed on all the heades of the 
conſtant policie, in Aprile a#»o 1578 which are extant in 
the booke of policie, or 2 booke of diſcipline. But be- 
ſides,there was a ſpeciall at made in [ulie I5 80 at Dunaze 
with full conſent of the whole Aſſembly agaialt the office, 
as followeth, 

For as much as the office of 4 T\e, "4s it 15 now ſed, and 
commonly taken within thu Realme hath nowarrant,authori.-. 
tie, nor ground in the word of God but us brought in by the fol- 
ly of mans invention, tothe great overthrow of the Kirke of 
God, The whole eAſſembly of the Kirke in one voice, after 
[ibertie given to all m:n toreaſon in the matter, nonoopponing 
themſelfe in defending the [aid pretended office, finds and de 
clares the ſaid pretended office; nſed and termed as 1s above- 
[aid, unlawfullin it ſelf, as having neither fundament, eround,

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Paſtors, till they receive de novo admiſ1ion from the generat 


eAfſembly, wnder the paine of excommuncation, wherein if 
they bee found diſobedient,or to comraveene this eAtt in any 


point, the ſentence of excommunication aſter due admpnition © 


« to bee executed againſt them, 
The Confefſ5ion of faith was not authorized and ſibſcrib- 

ed till March, and the yeere following. Ir is clearce then, 
that that office is abjured in the (onfeſrion of Faith, ſe. 
ing it was'confuted by the word of God and Kirk of Scer- 
laxd. 1n the Aſſembly holdenat Glaſgow in April 1581 we 
have this Declaration in the ſixth $cſſhon, Anentthe ah 
made in the aſſembly holden at Dwndie againſt Biſheps, bes 
cauſe ſome difficuitie appeared to ſome Brethren to ariſe 
out of the word Office, contained in the faid at, whar 
ſhould bee meant thereby, the Afembly confiſting for the 

moſt part of ſuch as voted, and were preſent in the afſems 
bly at D-«ndiegto take away the faid difficultie, reſolving u- 

pon the true meaning and underſtanding of the ſaid aR, de- 

clareth, that they meant wholly to condemce the whole 

ſtateof Biſhops, as they are now in Scotland, and that the 

ſame was the determination and concluſion of the Aſſem- 
bly at this time. 

Thirdly, in that Confe/7:0n we profefie, that we joyne our 
ſelves, williogly to this true reformed Kirke, in dofIreave, 
faith, Religion, di(cipline, & #ſe of the Sacraments, as livelie 
members of the ſame in Chrift our head, promiſing C&- ſwear. 
3ng by the great name of the LORD our GOD, that We ſhall 
 continxe jm the obedience ofuhe deftrine and 4s[cipline of this 
Kirke, & ſpall continue inthe ſameaccording to our vocation 
and power 4ll the dayes of owr life, nnder the pames contained 
in thc Law, and danger both of body and ſonle in the Daye of 
God:rfearefull Indgment. Burt ſo it is, thatthe Epiſcopal 
governement was damned, and thepresbyteriall reſted 1- 
pon as moſt conſonant tothe word of God, & to be obſcr- 
vedip all time comming, before the {enfeſ1ion of faith was 
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fubfcribed. And while the generall aſſemblies wtre about 


'the conſtitution of presbytecies, the King ſent with the 
Laird of Cepringtoxn tothe aſſemblic holden at GlaſpoW in 
Aprile 15 81 a plot drawne up for that purpoſe, together 
witha letter which was to bee ſent to the Noble-men and 
Gentlemen in the bounds for furtherance of the worke, 
which being conſidered and made more perfite,ſo' 1 were 
appointed by the afſembly to ſee presbyteries ereacdeves 


rie where. The ( o»feſſion of Faith was ſubſcribed by the- 


King and his houſhold in Tanuar preceeding, and injoyned 
in March to be ſubſcribed by the ſubjeRts, which Confeſſion 
was approved by this affembly holdeg in Aprile, when dt- 
re&ions were given for eretion of the Presbyteries. The 
ſubſcription to the Confeſſion and ereion of presbyteries 
went forward together the ſame yeare.So the diſcipline by 
presbyteries was {worne to,and not by dioceſian Biſhops, 
or yet Superintendaets, which ceaſed in the yeere'ty 75, In 
the generall aſſenubly holden in Auguſk 15 90, ic wasors 
dained as followeth, 

For as mnch, as it ts certaine, that the word of God cannot 
bee kept in ſmnceritie, vnleſſe the holy diſcipline bee obſerved, 
st # therefore by common conſent of the whole brethren & C5. 
w1ſr10ners preſent concluded, that whoſoever hath borne of. 
fice in the miniſtrie Within the Kirk of this realme, or preſents 
ly beareth, or hereafter ſhall beare office therein ſhall be char= 
gedby every particular Pretbyterie where they are reſident, 
to ſubſcribe the heads of the diſcipline of the Kirk in thi re- 
alme, at length ſet down & allowed by att of the Whole aſſem+ 
bly inthe botkof palicie Which us regiftred in the regiſter of the 
Kirk ,& namely the heads comtroverted by the adverſaries t0 
di{cipline of the reformed Kirke Within thts realme; bet\vixs 
and the n:xt (ynodall aſſemblies of the Provinces. under the 
paine of Excommunication to bee ex*cnted againft the none 
ſubſcribers, & that the presbyteries which ſhall bee found re- 
mai ſe or negligtnt heerein ſhall bee rebaed publickly by the 
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An anſivere to 
whole aſſembly, and roche end the ſaid diſcipline be knowne 4s 
it ought to bee, by the Whole brethren, it s ordamed, that the 
Moderator of each Presbyterie ſhall recerve ſro the clerk of 
the aſſembly a copie of the ſaid book under bis ſnbſcription uyo 
the expenſſcs of the presbyterie,berwixt and the firit [daje of 
September next to come, under the paine to be accuſed openty 
in face of the whale Aſſembly. The ſame yeere 15go the 
( onfeſsion of faith was again ubſcribed univerſally throgh- 
out the whole realme, Itis cleare theo, what poiicic or;difs 
Cipline was then allowed & meant in the Confeſs1on of faith.

Biſhops, the Conſeſsionsf faith was alledged in the con- 
tare, as firſt in a dialogue writen 4arno 1585 by ſome lear- 
ncd and reverend Miniiter, ard moreat length anno 1605, 
when their eſtate was reſtored by Parliament; 44. Andrew 
Melvill, MM. James Melvwill, and ſundrie other Miniſters 
commiſſioners from preſbytetics ſubſcribed that proteſta- 
tion, which is extant in print in that booke, which is enti- 
tuled the Conrſe of conformitie, andamong the reſt 1. ls 
liam Cewper, late Biſhop of Galloway. CH, Adam Ballen- 
dine now Biſhop of eAberdene, and CM. Tohn Aburnethie 
now Biſhop of Cathnefſe, who therefore are guiltic of that 
_haynous crime, which the eftates were deſired to avoyde. 
Io this Protcſtation the reverend brethren have theſe 
words following, eAbove all things, my Lords, beware ts 
HIrive againſt God with an open & diſplayed banner by buit.

pline profeſſed Within the realme of Scotland. In the-verifis 
cationof the points offeredto bee provedin the Proteltati- 
on, they have theſe words in the 4.cap. ut ſo its, that 
the Brſhoprie #4 one 'of the greateit errours and corruptions 
thereof,(thatis, of the adnlterous Kirke of Rome) and hath 
wo arguments of Scripture, Fathers, Conncells,norreaſon,but 
the (elfeſame, that the Papiſts ſe. and inthe 5 cap. we have 
thefe words. If ſo bee, that the ſetting upof Biſbops Will 
throw downe the diſcipline of onv, K irle, or if that office 
hath any thing to doe with theſe corruptions of Papiitrie and 
eAntichriftian hicrarchie, the King our Soveraigne hu moſt 
excellent Chriſtian MajeFiie,and hu Highneſſe moſt ancient 
religious and noble eftates of Parliament, if there Were none 
otherreeſon hut this one; would not for | all the world fall un- 
der the danger of ſo horrible a perjarie againſt God to ſet up 
Biſhops againe &'c, But ſoit tt, , as all men knowe , the 
aſcipline and governement of the Kirk,exerciſed by presby- 
zeries and Biſhops, are ſofarre oppoſed one to another, that 
when the one 11 [et vp, the other nouft downe of force. There 


fore the ſnbſertbers and [Wearers of the former Confeſsion, if 


they ſnould (a5 God forbid) goe about to ſet up Biſhops and E- 
pi/copall governement they could not eſhew the cryme of hox- 
rible peryurie, execrable apoſtaſie , and mot curſed reparing 
of lericho.

keeped holy intime of Papiſtrie, beſide the Lords day, bee 
aboliſhed ,and a civill puniſhment bee inflited upon the 
obſervers.

In the leter fent by King James to Noblemen and Ger- 
tlemen anno 1581 for furtherance of the ereRtion of pres- 
byteries wee have theſe words. /r # thought impoſſible to 
attaine to ary formall order likely to have continnance ro the 

poſteritie over our whole realme, while the ancient bounds of 
the diocies bee diſſolved, where the Pariſhes are thick toge- 
ther and ſmall be unitcd, and where they be ever great, and of 
larger:

| larger boundes be divided and thertaſter precbyteries or EL 
derſbips conflitnte for a dozen of pariſhes or thereabouts, ſome 
more, ſome fewer as the commoaitie of the countrie lyeth, wher 
the miniſtrie and Elders in theſe boundes conveening maye 
commoduouſly exerce diſcipline, and take order in the affaires 
of the Kirke , [o far as ſhall be appointed, beſore the cognition 
bee brought tothe ſynodall aſſembly.

The Presbyterie or elderſhip of Edinburgh wasereRed. 
upon the penult of May 15 81. conſiſting of fifteen or ſixtene 
Miniſters of the Kirks adjacent within foureor five myles, 
and ſome Barons and Gentlemen elders out of everie Kirk 


for that effeR. So the right of rulng Elders in presbyteri-. 


es was put in praQtiſe at the firſt erefion and conſtitution 
of Preſbytcries,, and none were conſtitute without them. 


This forme and order was a great eye-ſore to I, Patrick; 
eAdamſone preterded Biſhop of Saint eAndrewes, as the 
Reader maye ſee in bis Declaration fet foorth uoder the 
Kings name, but falſcly in theſe turbulent times a9 -15 84.

I wonder that any ſhould doubt of the meaning and pra- 
iſe of our Kirk, ſecing they ate not 1gnorant that Elders 
have place in Mons, or elderſhips of particular Kirks,8& 
in generall aſſemblyes, the loweſt and the highelt judicato- 
r ies, but that that they ſhould likewiſe have place in presbi- 
teries and provinciall Synods, ſeing presbyteries are made 
up by the particular elderſkips, _- provinciall Synods by 
presbyteries » One miniſter maye governe like a Pope 
his pariſh without Elders, iffrfteene or ſixtceve.mini ſters 
may governe fifteeneor ſixteene pariſhes without them. 

The affaires of theKirke, and matters of Religion are a 
common cauſe, which Miniſters enght not to engroflc to 
themfelves. 

Qur Elders have not fitin prebyteries theſe many yeeres, 
not by law annulling or ing the former con- 
ſtitutions,but partly throughtheir owne negligence, partly 
through the pride , or ill confcience of ſome miniſters in 
ſome part, ſo that it fared with us, as with the Kirke of 

old, of which Ambroſe complainerh writing on. 1.7.5,
